Chicago, Feb. 6 (ZP)—The q u es­ 
tion of whether women shou ld be 
p ermitted to serv e on ju riesr con­ 
fronted legislators in at least a 
half dozen states today . It was 
one of nu merou s measu res aimed 
at modernizing cou rt and ju di­ 
cial sy stems in a score of the 
commonwealths. 
Vermont’s senate p assed a bill 
to p ermit women ju rors and sent 
it to the hou se. Similar bills were 
introdu ced 
in 
Massachu setts, 
Tex as, Georgia and Arizona. The 
fou r women legislators of Mary ­ 
land su bmitted a bill to make 
women ju ry serv ice mandatory , 
after which a Mary land Solon 
chiv alrou sly p rop osed to ex emp t 
them if they failed to show u p . 
A Pennsy lv ania bill wou ld p er­ 
mit IO of a 12-member ju ry to re­ 
tu rn a v erdict ex cep t in life or 
death p enalty cases. Kansas 
considered a bill for 10-ju ror v er­ 
dicts and Tex as one for 9 -ju ror 
decisions in civ il cases. Missou ri 
had a measu re for 13-member 
ju ries, the alternate to p artici­ 
p ate in findings only if one of the 
12 regu lar 
members 
became 
incap acitated after the grou p 
was sworn. 
A Connecticu t bill wou ld ex ­ 
clu de p ersons ov er 7 0 from ju ry 
serv ice. 
An Ohio legislator p rop osed to 
retire ju dges at 63 on three-

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GOVEROR IS ON THE SPOT 
The strategy of Gov ernor M. Clifford Townsend 
and his adv isors in connection with the p roblem 
of balancing the bu dget is so ap p arent that it is 
almost p itifu l. 
It was the conference called by the gov ernor, 
according to those who are familiar with the sit­ 
u ation, which rev ealed his intention. After call­ 
ing the conference, he told the Rep u blican lead­ 
ers of the legislatu re th at new tax es or drastic re­ 
du ctions in ex p enditu res wou ld be necessary . He 
sort of intimated that a tax on cigarettes and 
another added tax on whisky , as well as oth$r 
tax es, wou ld be nice. The added rev enu e, it was 
indicated, wou ld enable the state to av oid ex p er­ 
iencing a $12,000,000 deficit du ring the nex t two 
y ears. 
Rep u blicans in the legislatu re, howev er, in­ 
dicated rather p lainly that the Rep u blican p lat­ 
form p ledged them to tax redu ction—not new 
tax es. 
W hat the Rep u blican leaders really su sp ected, 
howev er, was that the gov ernor wanted them to 
agree to certain step s—new tax es and some re­ 
du ction—at his conference. This wou ld enable 
him to go to the p u blic and tell how he had bal­ 
anced the bu dget. 
The Rep u blican leaders beat him to the draw. 
Before his conference was assembled, they intro­ 
du ced a bill into the Indiana Hou se of Rep re­ 
sentativ es p rov iding for a drastic redu ction in the 
salaries p aid to state emp loy ees. The cu t wou ld 
range from abou t 4 p er cent on the law brackets 
to ap p rox imately 21 p er cent on the higher sal­ 
aries. It was p ractically the same bill that the 
Democratic members of the Indiana Hou se of 
Rep resentativ es introdu ced in 1932, when the 
Democrats gained a majority of the Hou se mem­ 
bership . They also introdu ced a resolu tion into 
the Senate which p ledged them to redu ce the 
nex t bu dget at least IO p er cent u nder the 1937 
figu res. Cu ts p robably will range from IO to 30 
p er cent. In v iew of the fact that the state is 
sp ending abou t $30,000,000 more ev ery two y ears 
than it did when the Democrats assu med control, 
the cu t p rop osed by the Rep u blicans is not too 
drastic. 
Rep u blican legislators were a little disgu sted 
with, the gov ernor after his conference. They did 


not blame him for try ing to balance the bu dget. 
They felt that he shou ld hav e done th at long ago. 
Bu t they were disgu sted becau se he tried to get 
them to balance the bu dgeWsomething th at he 
had been u nable to do—and then attem p t to take 
the credit for their work. They thou ght that he 
was v ery u ncomp limentary when he assu med 
that they were du mb enou gh to fall for his p ro­ 
p osal. 
At any rate, the Rep u blicans hav e established 
their record on two p oints: 
1. They will make drastic redu ctions in gov ern­ 
mental costs in an effort to balance the bu dget 
which the Democratic administration has u nbal­ 
anced by ex cessiv e ex p enditu res. 
2. They will not resort to new tax es to do the 
job. 
In fact, Arch N. Bobbitt, chairman of the In­ 
diana Rep u blican State Central Committee, has 
said flatly that the Rep u blican p latform p ledges 
tax redu ction—not new tax es. 


EMPLOYMENT GAINS 
That manu factu ring jobs increased, contrary to 
the u su al trend; that wholesale trades showed a 
contra-seasonal gain also; that p riv ate bu ilding 
constru ction rep orted the smallest cu rtailment in 
workers for the p eriod in the last sev en y ears— 
these are the salient featu res of the Dep artment 
of Labor’s emp loy ment rep ort for December. As 
a resu lt, in conju nction with “an u nu su ally large 
ex p ansion in retail trade p ersonnel,” 200,000 
workers were added to p ay rolls du ring the month. 
And while /actory emp loy ment was 3.4 p oints 
u nder December a y ear ago, it was abov e any 
other month of 1938 and p ay rolls were 2.9 p er 
cent higher than the p rev iou s December. 
This situ ation as to emp loy ment is distinctly 
encou raging, for, according to the Federal Re­ 
serv e Board’s monthly rep ort, general indu strial 
p rodu ction was at abou t the lev el reached in 
Nov ember. One significant fact abou t the labor 
figu res is that since last Ju ly 1,200,000 workers 
hav e fou nd re-emp loy ment. If only a comp ara­ 
tiv ely small p rop ortion of these were on work re­ 
lief, still the rising cu rv e of more p riv ate jobs 
shou ld hav e been reflected by a descending cu rv e 
in WPA enrollment. Yet u p to Nov ember WPA 
continu ed to rise.

Religious Groups 
Meet At Chicago 


Chicago, Feb . 6 (ZP)— JReligion’s 
place as an ally of democraqy 
and means of reaching an estim­ 
ated 20,000,000 youths without 
church affiliation were sched­ 
uled as topics for study today at 
the opening of the annual meet­ 
ing of the International Council 
of Religious Education. 
More than 1,000 professional 
and lay church workers b egan 
arriving for the nine day sessions 
to map immediate and long term 
programs for 41 Protestant de­ 
nominations in 35 states and 
Canada. 
Roy G. Ross, general secretary 
of the council, said the meetings 
would concentrate upon reach­ 
ing the 20,000,000 youths not con­ 
nected with any church, He 
termed them “spiritually illiter­ 
ate” and said the prob lems of 
crime 
and delinquency were 
rampant among this group. 
He said the council also will 
make plans to reach other mil­ 
lions of adults without church 
affiliation b y emphasizing “re­ 
ligion as the b ulwark of demo­ 
cracy.” 
Several sessions planned to 
discuss the necessity of advocat­ 
ing the preservation of religious 
freedom as a first line of defense 
for democracy.

Washington, Feb. 6 ( ^ —Ad­ 
v ocates of stream p ollu tion con­ 
trol ex p ressed confidence today 
congress wou ld giv e early consid­ 
eration to legislation drafted to 
meet 
objection 
of 
President 
Roosev elt to a bill p assed last 
y ear au thorizing creation of a 
p ollu tion control div ision in the 
p u blic health serv ice. 
Bills designed to ov ercome the 
p resident’s objections hav e been 
introdu ced in the senate and in 
the hou se, and their sp onsors 
claim they hav e reciv ed assu r­ 
ances the p resident wou ld ap ­ 
p rov e them. 
The Hou se bills were intro­ 
du ced by Rep resentativ es Sp ence 
of Kentu ck y , Parsons of Illinois 
and Bland of Virginia, all Dem­ 
ocrats. Senator Bark ley of Ken­ 
tu ck y , majority leader, has offer­ 
ed a comp anion bill in the sen­ 
ate. 
Both Bark ley and Sp ence, who 
p u shed control legislation in 
1937 only to see it v etoed by the 
p resident, said they had receiv ec 
assu rances from the p resident 
that he wou ld not disap p rov e a 
bill which p rov ided for p residen­ 
tial rev iew of p rop osed grafts to 
fight riv er p ollu tion. The p resi­ 
dent v etoed the 1937 act becau se 
it did not contain su ch a p ro­ 
v ision. 
The p ending bills p rov ide for 
a comp rehensiv e stu dy of the 
p ollu tion p roblem and for fed­ 
eral financial assistance to the 
mu nicip alities, states and in­ 
du strial concerns to redu ce p ol­ 
lu tion. 
An annu al ap p rop riation of 
$300,000 wou ld be made for 
stu dies by the p u blic health ser­ 
v ice, and $700,000 for allotments 
to 
coop erating 
gov ernmental 
u nits. 
A 23-y ear stu dy of the p ollu ­ 
tion p roblem, esp ecially as it af­ 
fects the water su p p ly of the u r­ 
ban centers, has been made by 
the p u blic health serv ice, which 
has termed the “increasing p ol­ 
lu tion in ou r streams” a seriou s 
health p roblem. 
The Hou se riv ers and harbors 
committee, which was ex p ected 
to giv e early consideration to the 
p ollu tion bills, has rep orted that 
“the p ollu tion of ou r waterway s 
by raw sewage and p u blic waste 
has, with the growth of p op u la­ 
tion and indu stry , brou ght abou t 
a condition which is a menace 
to the health of millions of ou r 
p eop le.” 
In p ast y ears, the committee 
fou nd, 
p ollu tion 
has 
cau sed 
“widesp read” disease in Ohio and 
has destroy ed fish and game life 
in many riv ers, large and small. 
Instead of imp rov ing the com­ 
mittee said, p ollu tion conditions 
“are growing worse.” 
Measu res before congress con­ 


temp late mak ing the Ohio riv er 
a laboratory for the stu dy of 
stream p ollu tion control, con­ 
gressional committees hav e been 
informed that u ntreated sewage 
from 
5,800,000 p ersons, 
and 
treated sewage from an addi­ 
tional 
2,400,000 is discharged 
daily into the Ohio riv er and its 
tribu taries. 
These streams af­ 
ford the drink ing water su p p ly 
of more than 6,200,000 p ersons. 
The p u blic health serv ice has 
ndicated it has giv en its atten­ 
tion p articu larly to the Ohio 
riv er in its stu dy of the p ollu tion 
p roblem. Health ex p erts fre­ 
q u ently hav e referred to the riv ­ 
er as “an op en sewer.” 
Stu dies already made on the 
Ohio riv er, said Dr. Thomas Par­ 
r a l su rgeon general of the 
United Stat es, “mak e it p ossible 
for constru ction work to be 
started with the assu rance that 
the ty p e of treatment that is 
p rop osed is the best which p res­ 
ent-day science has giv en.” 
Pollu tion of the u p p er half of 
the Ohio, p u blic health serv ice 
p hy sicians claim, “has brou ght 
abou t a p rogressiv e deterioration 
in the q u antity of water su p p lies 
as far down as Lou isv ille.” While 
this condition has not become 
seriou s below Portsmou th, Ohio, 
officials said, “the p resent mar­ 
gin of safety at cities lik e Cin­ 
cinnati and Lou isv ille is rela­ 
tiv ely narrow and ap p ears to be 
growing smaller each y ear.”
